Commit­ 
tee plans for the months ahead 
rail tor an eve« greater effort to 
eradicate the disease in this state. 
State and federal veterinarians 
expect to start testing this year 
in all counties where the program 
has advanced to that stage. The 
Missouri 
legislature appropriated 
one million dollars to carry on this 
work in !*457. Slightly rrore than 
this amount is expected from fed­ 
eral appropriations. 
Currently, testing is in progress 
in 28 counties. Five counties — 
Christian. Jefferson, Riley, Law­ 
rence and Jasper—say they are 
ready to be certified as “ modified 
certified brucellosis free areas.” 
In another 23 counties, petitions
